Probably one hundred buildings were unroofed.
The Rrlstol Railroad will not be passable for seve-
ral days. Many vessels are ashore in Narragansett
and Mount Hope buys, but most of them will come
oilWithout much dainago. A Mnall new church on
Narragansett; pier was entirely demolished. The
sloop Resolution went to pieces in Wiektord harbor
and two nu n were lost. Octaviun Rice was killed
in his barn in W arwick.
